To His Excellency, H. M. MATHEWS, 
Governor of West Virginia: 


The Board of Regents of the West Virginia Institution for the 
Deaf and Dumb and the Blind, hereby beg leave to submit to уоп, as 
required by law, their biennial report. 

Under the management of Prof. J. C. Covell, who has now been 
Principal for a period of six years, the Institution, after varioue 
struggles and trials, has become thoroughly organized. itnow ranks 
among the best in the country. 

We would call your Excellency's attention to certain recommenda- 
tions contained in the annexed report ot the Principal, which, to- 
gether with the report of the Executive Committee for the two years 
ending October 1st, 1880, and the statement accompanying it, are 
herewith returned as a part of this report. 

First: A recommendation of a general appropriation for the enr- 
rent expenses of the Institution of $8,000 for the last six months ef 
the present fiscal year, ending October Ist, 1881; of $25,000 for the 
year beginning October 186, 1881; and of $12,500 for the first six 
months of the year beginning October 1, 1882. 

Second: A recommendation that the appropriation for the trans- 
portation of indigent pupils be increased from $400 a year to $600 a 
year, the former sum having been found insufficient, and compelling 
the deficit to be taken from the contingent fund. 

Third: A recommendation that $2,000 be appropriated for the pur- 
ehase of some valuable land lying immediately north of the Instita- 
tion’s grounds, for reasons which have at different times been fully 
set forth. 

At this the last meeting of the Board appointed by your ЕхесПепеу, 
they beg to assure you of their high appreciation ot the honor thereby 
conferred upon them, and to express the hopo that their stewardship 
has not been wholly without fruits.

To the President and Board of Regentsof the West Virginia Institution 
for the Deaf and Dumb and the Blind: 


GENTLEMEN :—At the conclusion of the first decade of the life and 
progress of this Institution, it is my privilege to present to you a 
report, the eighth required by law, embracing a special summary of 
its operations during the two years ending September 30, 1880, whilst 
an opportunity is afforded to notice several interesting facts connect- 
ed with its whole history.

Тре number of days' board of pupils for forty weeks, or two hun- 
dred and eighty days, оќ the fiscal year just ended 18, 22,665, show- 
ing an average of eighty-one per day. 

The register of tho Institution, which shows the names of such 
deaf-mute and blind children, only, as have been for a longer or 
shorter period pupils of the same, discloses the fact, that within the 
ten years ending with the last fiscal year, 163 deaf-mutes and 54 blind 
pupils, total 217, have been entered upon it, and of these, 93 deaf- 
mutes and 31 blind pupils, total 124, have been graduated, or regularly 
discharged, many of whom are now self-supporting, industrious men 
and women. 


HEALTH, 


The general health of the honsehold bas been good, the ailments 
few and slight, readily yielding to simple medical treatment. This is 
due, as stated in a previous report, to a systematic regularity of liv- 
ing, a plain, but wholesome and generous diet, attention to personal 
habits of- order and neatness, with due regard to a judicious distribu- 
tion of the hours of study, exercise in the open air, and rest. Since 
its foundation in 1870, only four deaths among the pupils, have oc- 
cured at the Institution ; one, in May, 1874, by malarial fever; one 
in May, 1875, by drowing; onein February, 1876, by-dropsy, and 
one in March, 1879, by consumption, which is only about one half of 
one per cent. of the pupil population at the Institution during this 
whole period. 

Owing to the sudden death of Dr. S. R. Lupton, on the 7th of Sep- 
tember ultimo, who for so many years had filled the position of 
physician to this Institution, a fitting notice of whom will, doubtless, 
be given by the Board in another place, no report of the physician 
will appear as a part of this biennial report. 


CAUSES OF DEAFNESS, 


Upon the most recent statistical information concerning the causes 
of deafness, it appears, that about one-third of the cases are congo- 
nital, one-third are caused by continued and eruptive fevers, viz: 
Cerebro-spinal meningetis, typhoid fever, scarclet fever, &c., and the 
remaining third, by the common, and ordinary class of diseases and 
by causes unknown. 


CAUSES OF BLINDNESS. 


Congenital cases of blindness are not so frequent as those of deaf- 
ness. The prominent ante-natal causesare, inter-merriage, of near 
relatives, scrofula and syphilis. Hereditary blindnessis not frequent. 
The causes after birth are purulent opthalmia, inflammation of the 
cornea, and of the iris, cataract or opacity of the chrystalline lens, 
amaurosis or paralysis of the optic nerve, smallpox, scarlatina, mea- 
sles, typhus fever, blows on the head, and mal-practice.

ARTICULATION AND LIP READING. 


Here, in the fall of 1877, the services of a special teacher having 
been secured, instruction in articulation and lip reading was begun, 
the-former being taught by means of Bell's visible speech symbols, 
and without the aid of the manual alphabet or the sign language. 
Four classes were formed, consisting of five or six pupils each, thus 
representing about one-third of the deaf-mute department. Only 
such were selected as were semi-mute, or, if born deaf, with vocal 
organs unimpaired, and pupils of an unusual degree of sprightliness. 
These were drawn from the regular classes, daily, for one hour's in- 
struction in articulation and lip reading, and this special instruction 
was continued until October, 1879, when, owing to failing health, this 
teacher tendered her resignation, and these classes were discontinued, 
The results attained in the' period mentioned appeared to warrant 
the continuance of this mode of instruction, though upon a different 
basis of classification. In attendance, as I was in May last, on the 
Conference of Princiapals of North America, held at the Clarke 
Institution, Northampton, Mass., the most important institution of 
its kind in this hemisphere, where articulation is taught children of 
every degree of deafness, to the entire exclusion of signa and the 
manual alphabet, I availed myself, in common with others, of the full 
and free oppórtunities afforded us, to observe this most interesting 
method of instruction, and investigate its immediate and permanent 
results. The conviction forced upon my mind was, that, in none of 
our Institutions, where signs are used as the means of instruction, 
could the same results be obtained as at Northampton, but that sim- 
ilar, and perhaps more beneficial results might be reached, by what is 
known as the *Combined method," in which signs are not excluded, but 
used only when necessary, and in conjunction with all other means 
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and appliances for instruction in articulation and lip reading. It is 
upon such a method, therefore, I would advise the continuance, in 
our Institution, of this kind of instruction, which is of so great im- 
portance to many of its pupils. But, instead of drawing pupils from 
the regular classes, for one hour daily, as heretofore, thus causing 
much delay, interruption and confusion to the whole school, I would 
recommend the immediate formation of a class consisting of all the 
semi-mute and semi-deaf in this department, which would comprise 
from one-sixth, to one-fifth of the whole number, representing, in the, 
outset, pupils of all grades, from the highest to the lowest, and that 
this class be placed in charge of a teacher who is not only familiar 
with the best modes of instruction in articulation and lip reading, but 
who also has a sufficient acquaintance with the sign language to aid 
him in his work, and that the school hours be the same for this as for 
the regular deaf-mute classes. This plan commends itself as one of 
practical utility, and of permanency, in_that those semi-mutes, and 
others, who enter; trom year to year, will suffice to keep this class up 
to the same standard, in point of numbers. This recommendation is 
made with the hope that it will receive favorable consideration at 
your hands, and thus enable this Institution to keep abreast with all 
kindred institutions. 


BOOKS AND APPARATUS FOR THE BLIND. 


At the meeting of the Association of the American Institution of 
the Blind, held in Philadelphia, in August, 1876, representing twen- 
ty-six State and public Institutions of the Blind, and the interests of 
over thirty thousand blind persons, a committee of five, viz., Hun- 
toon, of Kentucky, Wait, of New York, Chapin, of Pennsylvania, 
Morrison, of Indiana, and Williams, of Georgia, was appointed to 
memorialize Congress in behalf of securing national aid for the blind, 
and to draw up a bill to be presented to Congress, setting forth the 
necessity of providing embossed text books, books of standard liter- 
ature, and other educational appliances, which heretofore have been 
but scantily provided by fitful contributions, and precarious State leg- 
islation. Copies of this memorial and bill were sent to every insti- 
tution for the education of the blind in the United States, and having 
received the signatures of all the Superintendents of these Institu- 
tions, were formally presented to Congress by Hon. Henry Watter- 
son, during the second session of the Forty-fourth Congress, but no 
action wat then taken on them beyond their reference to the appro- 
priation committee. The bill was presented to the Forty-fifth Con- 
gress by the Hon. Albert S. Willis, of Kentucky, and having been 
formally reported by the House Committee on Education and Labor, 
passed the House June 18th, 1878 by the vote of 124 yeas to 20 nays, 

. and this result was mainly due to the unwearied energy and enthusi- 
asm of Mr. Willis. The bill finally passed the Senate during the 
short session of the Forty-fifth Congress, by a vote of forty ycas to 
seven nays, and became а law on the 3d of March, 1879. It appro- 
priates the sum of two hundred and fifty thousand dollars out of 
money in the United States Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to 
be invested by the Secretary of the Treasury of the United States, in 
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United States bonds, bearing interest at 4 per cent, of the issue of 
July, 1878, and by him to be held in trust, and he is authorized to 
pay over the interest upon said bonds, semi-annually, to the Ameri- 
can Printing House for the Blind, located in Louisville, Kentucky, 
to supply every public institution for the education of the blind in the 
United States with embossed books, and tangible apparatus, according 
to the number of its pupils. The entire sum, ten thousand dollars 
annually, is to be expended for the above purpose, and none ot the 
money may be used in the erection or leasing of buildings. At the 
recent meeting of tbe Association, held at the Institution for the 
Blind, at Louisville, Kentucky, in August last, among other provis- 
ions made tor the expending of this fund, it was allowed that 20 per 
cent of any Institution's quota might be applied to the purchase of 
books printed at other institutions, wheresoever desired. Thus, this 
most vexed question is at last set at rest, and in future the publie in- 
stitutions for the blind of the United States will be so amply sup- 
plied with books and other appliances for the education of the blind, 
` as to do away with any further expenditure on their part, of any 
moment, for means hitherto so meagerly furnished, and so costly, in 
the nature of things." 


AIDS TO HEARING. 


Under this head, it shall suf&ce, to take in substance only such 
testimony as is given in the July number of the Annals-of this year, 
eoncerning the instruments known as the Audiphone and Denta- 
phone, bearing upon their value as aids in the instruction of deaf- 
mutes, toiwit: The Audiphone is still a subject of experiment in 
several institutions, in some of which it is regarded as a useful aid 
in ће work of articulation teaching, while in others, where it has 
been tried, little value is attached to it. Тһе samo is true of the 
Dentaphone, which, in its latest form of manufacture, differs little ` 
from the Audiphone. Dr. C. H. Thomas, of Philadelphia, in a 
paper read before the Philadelphia County Society, on tne 17th of 
December last, says he regards these instruments as of value іп many 
cases of deafness, and likely to supersede the ear-trumpet to a large 
extent, but as very far from supplying a normal degree of hearing, 
giving, in fact, much less than the hundredth part of it. For deaf- 
mutes, he considers them of little value. He adds, “repeated tests 
show that those who are able to hear with tho aid of the Audiphone, 
hear their own voices perfectly without it, while those who are un- 
able to hear their own voices without it, can hear neither their own 
voices, nor any other voices with it. It is: therefore, worthless to 
those who do not possess the faculty of selt-hearing." It was natural 
that we should have expected to find several of these instruments in 
constant use at the Clarke Institution, if of any practical value, but 
we were informed by its highly accomplished lady principal, that 
after having subjected them to a severe test in all the classes, they 
were finally laid aside as of no assistance in an educational point of 
view. It seemed to me expedient to record this testimony, which is 
in full accordance with my own views concerning these so-called aids 
to hearing, trusting to arrest some of our deaf-mutes from making 
so expensive and useless a purchase. 
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As has been already stated, our articulation teacher, Miss Susie W. 
Allen, after having rendered quite satisfactory services for nearly 
two years in this most difficult branch of instruction, and having be- 
come unable any longer to discharge the duties devolved upon her, 
in consequence of failing health, tenderedto you her resignation in Oc- 
tober, 1879; since which time this kind of instruction has been entirely 
suspended. On the 4tb of August last, Mr. R. G. Ferguson placed in 
my hands, to be conveyed to you, his resignation of the position of 
teacher in this Institution. This resignation was received by me with 
great reluctance. Гог nearly six years Mr. Ferguson had filled this 
position in our deaf-mute department, and for four of these years, as 
principal teacher. Called, however, to a more extensive field of use- 
fulness in the Texas Institution, in thus taking leave of him it is my 
grateful privilege to bear testimony to his most estimable qualities of 
heart and intellect, and add that, in my estimation he ranks among 
the foremost teachers of our ргоіезвіоп. The necessity now exists 
for the immediate appointment of a suitable male teacher to fill the 
vacancy thus created. 

My design in the class rooms has been to render the scope of in- 
stuction as full and comprehensive as that found in any of the lead- 
ing institutions of the country, and in the furtherance of this design 
itis permitted me to speak in terms of praise of tho cordial co-opera- 
tion and zealous support, at all timos, of the teachers of both depart- 
ments. I desire, moreover, to give full recognition to the conscienti- 
ous and unfaltering efforts of the officers of our domestic department, 
for so discharging their respective duties, as best to promote the 
health, comfort and happiness of all the pupils. 


THE INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. 


This department embraces six shops, in which are taught the. 
following branches of handicraft, viz: Carpentry and Cabinet- 
work,Shoemaking, Tailoring, Broom-making Mattress-making,Chair- 
caning and Printing. To these we may add the girl’s sewing-room, 
in which all of the articles of their clothing are made, besides the 
underwear of the boys. These shops are now on a substantial foot- 
ing and are in the hands of skillful, industrious and intelligent fore- 
men. The shop hours are from 2 to 5 P. м. for the boys, and from 2 
to 4. р. M. for the girls. “ The Carpenter's and Cabinet Shop answers 
all the demands upon it.for necessary repairs to the buildings, fences, 
school and other furniture, besides supplying new tables, desks eto., 
for the study-rooms, school-rooms and shops. | 

The shoeshop furnishes the pupils with good and substantial shoes, 
and fills orders from the towu and county tor every style of work, 

The tailorshop supplies all the boys with one or two uniform suits 
each session, of a good article of Cadet Grey, and so far as time will 
allow, fills orders from parties outside of the institution. 

The mattress, broom, and chair shops are reserved for the special 
benefit of the blind boys. АП of the mattresses of the Institution have 
either been made, or renovated by them, quile а number of chairs re- 
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seated for our citizens, a considerable quantity ot brooms manufact- 
ured, and the present prospect is for as many,and possibly more orders 
than this shop can fill. - : 

In the printing offico five or six of our brightest deaf mute boys 
find full employment' as printers and compositors, in general job 
work, or on the columns of their weekly paper, the Tablet. 

The returns from the finished work sold by the shops rather more 
than cover the outlay for material purchased for them, but not to 
such an extent as to pay more than a small per cent of the wages of 
the foreman. 


THE PREMISES. 


The buildings are in good condition. The floor of the front hall 
was renewed in the summer of 1879, and a new floor laid over the old 
one, in the deaf mute boys' sitting room during the past summer,some 
minor repairs have been made when necessary, and such portions of 
the exterior wood work re-painted as most needed it; The water 
works have been recently inspected along the whole line and found 
to be in good order. The steam heating apparatus was critically ex- 
amined in vacation, all necessary repairs made, and is still in excel- - 
lent condition. The gas works have needed no special attention, giv- 
ing at all times perfect satisfaction. The fencing is generally good, 
excepting that portion of it which divides the Heiskell lot from the, 
Institution grounds, Under the original agreement of the parties in- 
terested, the Institution was bound to keep up this line of fence for 
all time. As this line would doubtless be materially changed in the 
event the Institution should become the purchaser of that property, 
it was deemed best to take no steps towards the construction of a 
new fence until the Board of Regents had had further action in the 
matter. Gentlemen from all parta of the State express but one opin- 
ion as to the desirability of this purchase, the only ground of dissent 
being in relation to its value. I beg, therefore, once again, to be per- 
mitted-io present this question for your most favorable consideration: 


APPROPRIATIONS. ә 


Provision has been made by the last Legislature for this and the 
other State Institutions, during the first six months of the fiscal year 
just begun, by appropriating one-half the amount appropriated for 
current expenses of the year just ended, viz: $12,500 for the re- 
maining six months of this fiscal year, an appropriation of onl 
$8,000 tor current expenses will be sufficient, in view of the balance 
of $4,326.62 unexpended, and brought over to the account of the 
present fiscal year, the whole aggregating the amount of $24,826,62. 

In estimating for the fiscal year beginning on the first day of Octo- 
ber, 1881, and for the first six months of the fiscal year beginning on 
the 18% day of October, 1882, I am assured that the expenses of the 
Institution will not be diminished by any reductiin ot its annual 
average attendance, but, in some measure increased, and therefore 
recommend sn snpropriation .ot twenty-five thousand dollars for

current expenses for the fiscal year beginning оп the 186 day of 
October, 1881, and twelve thousand five hundred dollars for the first 
six months of the fiscal year beginning on tho Ist day of October, 
1882. This estimate is based on an attendance of ninety pupils, 
whilst the annual enrollment exceeds one hundred. It it, moreover, 
the same as is called for by the Maryland Institution, on the same- 
basis as to members, but for deaf mutes alone. Besides, the appropri- 
ation to the Virginia Institution bos been thirty-five thousand dollars: 
per annum, whereas the actual attendance in the past two years, as І 
have recently been informed, has not exceeded one hundred and ten. 
Owing to the long journeys, which many of our pupils have to 
make to reach the Institution, its inaccessibility and the indigency of 
four fifths of its pupils, the amount of appropriation for transporta- 
tion is found to be insufficient by at least one-half. І would, there- 
fore, recommend that this appropriation be increased to six hundred 
dollars per anuum, viz: Six hundred dollars for the present fiscal 
year, and the same for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1882, which 
will, in fact, cover the first six months of the fiscal year, beginning on 
the 1st day of October, 1882.

and body, between the ages of eight and twenty-five years are 
entitled to admission free of charge. 


IL Such as are unable to defray their own traveling expenses will 
receive assistance from the Institution on application to the Princi- 


pal. By law clothing may be furnished by the Institution to pupils 
not otherwise provided, in an amount not exceeding forty dollars 
per annum, and charged to their respective counties. 


III. The session of the schools commences on the first Monday of 
September in each year, and continues for the space of forty weeks. 


IV. The regular term of pupilage is five years and the Principal 
may, With the consent of the Board, select for an additional term of 
three years, such as would be especially benefited thereby.
